His arms were cut and 
gashed and blood-flowed fronViis arm, 
but the case was desperate. 


Behind Wagner was a • roaring- of 


flames threatening him and his loved 
ones with death at any moment. 


The man had been awakened at 2 


o'clock in the morning by the smell ot 
hre and the crackling of limes He 
groped his way out into the Jail dazefl 
trying to see how extensive the fire 
-was, but before he 
proceeded 
rnor» 


than a tew steps he decided that if h'i 
was to ba-> e his life and the life of hi* 
family he would have to act quickly 


There was evidently- no.,, chance to 


leave the house1 by any of the ordinary 
exits,-the fire evidently' had'J gained 
such headway, that.'it would soon en- 
velop the whole house in flames. 


Wagner made his way to the bed- 


room of his young: daughter, Ellen,- five 
years, old, ^d dragged her back'into 
his own:bedroom.'•

, Then Wagner began preparing foi 
the sensational escape from,the de- 
vouring flames. His wife assisted in 
the work and was first, to. make the 
daring escape from .the upper story 
window out into the darkness, down 
to the ground below. She could dim- 
ly see .the. mattress lying there and 
managed to'-.land- safely on them,. es- 
caping with nothing worse than a few 
bruises.

Then the little daughter was flung by 


her father- from .the window, she too 
landing, without: much harm. 


Wagner was last' to jump.. He was 


blinded by.the smoke and crazy with 
the pain of his woundSj and he fell 
heavily, injuring himself so that-Dr. 
Benton was'. called- in later to :attend 
to his wounds.

mania formally declaring war on afl Russian vessels which refuse to 
join the mutineers.

to the troubles at the latter place, was unable to leave Constantinople 
owing to a crew of the Emperor Nicholas II, who insisted on going t< 
Odessa to protect .their families. 
MUTINOUS CREW REPENTS 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 4.—The Minister of Marine has re 


ceiyed the following cablegram from Rear-Admiral Kruger: 


"The crew of the transport Prout, when leaving Budrovia Bay 


mutinied, arresting the captain and other officers. Second Lieutenanf 
Nestertieff and ,Boats\vain •KozHtiitt'?were billed.? 


"The" Trout has arrived at Sebastopol and the crew is now re- 


pentant. The officers have been released, the crew begging them tc 
resume, their posts. The Prout had orders to anchor at Kamesheva. 
Bay and an inquiry into the affair has been opened." 
PURSUED BY TpRPEDO BOATS. 


ODESSA, July 4.—It- is reported persistently in naval circles that 


the Kiiaz Potemkine is being stalked and pursued by several torpedo 
boats, which intend to sink her. The crews ot these boats consist, oi 
officers who volunteered and stokers, so there is no danger of their • 
refusal to obey order and destroy the ship. The Kniaz Potemkine's 
hours are declared here to be numbered. Regret is expressed at the 
destruction of a splendid and beautiful battleship and the Joss of !ife, 
but this is thought to be preferrable to the continued presence of the 
ship in the Black Sea commanded by mutineers. Several 'orpedo 
boats were reported to be off Odessa 'last night. There are other 
signs of activity among the torpedo fleet. The whereabouts of the 
Kniaz Potemkine is not known here, but she is reported to have left 
Kustenji.

TROUBLES 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 
4.—The 


story o£ the troubles at Odessa has 
already been covered in the statements 
made by the Government officials and 
cabled to the Associated Press since 
the 
commencement of the outbreak. 


After detailing the activity of the So- 
cialists' revolutionary 
committee in 


sirring up the strikers ashore, and the 
arrival of the mutinous crew of the 
battleship Kniaz Potemkine at Odes- 
sa, June 27, the account as published 
proceeds: 


"The mutiny of the-warships provid- 


ed the revolutionary committee with 
a good opportunity to .influence 
the 


masses. The committee 
visited the 


battleship and assured the mutineers 
that the garrison of Odessa had laid 


down £ts arms and that the whol< 
Black Sea squadron had joined bandt 
with the crew of the Kniaz Potem- 
kine. According to eye-witnesses, of- 
ficers took an active part in the coun- 
cils of the battleship, especially twc 
young cadets. The results of the an- 
rachist intrigues among the workmen 
and the mutinous sailors became 1m- 
mediately evident.

VETERAN DIES AT 


YOilNTVILLE HOME 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 4.—A. C. M. 


Bowen, who, as a sergeant of the regular 
army, crossed the plains with Fremont 
in 1846, and was prominently identified 
with tho early ,history of San Francisco, 
died suddenly at the Soldier's Home at 
Yountville Saturday morning, 
and was 


buried there yesterday with military 
honors. 
Born in Akron, O.. in 1819, Mr. Bowen 
entered'the army in 1644 and Coined the 
command of Fremont when 11 started on 
the expedition which was destined to be 
one of the greatest marches of explora- 
tion and progress in the world's history. 
As a member of: the United States Dra- 
goons he struggled with the Pathfinder 
through the troublous days about Mon- 
terey, when Fremont's handful of half- 
starved men were threatened with attack 
by the Mexicans under General Castro. 
In 1849 Mr. Bowen was discharged from 
the regular service and took up civic life 
In San Francisco. 
He built the Park 
Hotel, the first hostelry to be erected in 
San Francisco, and is said to have pre-. 
sented to the city the site upon which 
the Hall of Justice now stands. Later 
he built and operated the first three 
schooners to enter into the Coast trade. 
.He was at one time quite wealthy. 
Mr. Bowen had two children, Evclena 
and Perley Bowen, both of whom - are 
dead. 
Two grandchildren, Mrs. Lottie 
Sobinson and Mrs. Mabel Lendelof, sur- 
vive.

Senator Beveridge is still determined to yoke New Mexico up with 


Arizona in a union detested by nine-tenths of the inhabitants of both 
Territories. He is equally bent on uniting Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory in one State. His contention "te-that neither of the four Ter- 
ritories has sufficient wealth and stable population to justify separate 
admission into the Union. Only 'by comparing the population of oth- 
er States at the time of their admission with the population of the Ter- 
ritories named can a correct estimate of the vilue of Senator Bever- 
idge's argument be made. In 1900 Arizona had 122,931 inhabitants; 
New'Mexico, 195,310; Indian Territory, 392,060; Oklahoma, 398,331. 
It is conceded that the population of all four has materially increased 
since the Federal census was taken five years ago. Oklahoma now 
claims a population in excess of half a million, and Indian Territory 
is not far behind. 


Here is a statement of the area and population of the States ad- 


mitted since 1889 as they appear from the federal census of 1900, with 
Oklahoma's added:

possible that the freight crew woul'd have been more careful to keep the 
track clear. But if they had not and the collision had occurred while 
the passenger train was going as fast as the Lake Shore train was 
there would not have been many of the hundred passengers left to tell 
the story.

Grafting in the British Army. 


Former Ambassador Choate's ascription to the scrupulous integ- 


rity of British official life is given interest of added piquancy by the 
exposure of the grafting scandal in the English army. The disclosure 
makes interesting reading alongside Mr. Choate's panegyric. 


At the close of the Boer war the War Department found itself in 


possession of large quantities of supplies which it was considered were 
not needed. These supplies were ordered sold, particularly as some of 
them had been considered by army boards of survey as unfit for use. 


A recent investigation shows that the old stores were sold at ri- 


diculously low prices for such as were fit. But the same officers were 
charged with the duty of purchasing new supplies for the use of the 
army, and it appears that in many cases the supplies sold for a song, 
even condemned supplies, were repurchased at a high price. To^take 
one specific case, hay was sold at ten shilling a hundred weight, and 
repurchased at seventeen shillings and six pence. The individual con- 
cerned in this transaction cleared $10,000 a day.

There is as much 
courtesy due over the telephone as in 
personal conversation. 
The remedy Is that the man .who has 
.no desk telephone, so that he is unable 
to .connect immediately, should himself 
go to the 'phone and ask for the person 
hs wants and wait until he comes. This 
is not only prooer courtesy, but it. is 
good business.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

A week ago a baby died in the house, 
and Dr. J. Emmet Clark stated at the 
meeting last evening that a 5-year-old 
boy, 
a son of Mrs. A. M. Arthetta, who 


occupies the squalid, miserable abode 
with 
three 
children, 
besides 
her 
mother, and ier sister, Mrs. Cbady. is 
now suffering from crancrunoris, a filth 
disease which affect* 'the face, eating 
away the flesh. The disease is a local 
one. in contradistinction to such as 
affect the blood. 


The hovel is described by Dr. Clark 
as disgustingly dirty, and the plumbing 
is in such a bad state that the sewer 
actually yawns 
in plain sight be- 
neath the flooring, inviting all sorts of 
disease to assail the the women and 
children who exist in such wretched 
surrounding as were never known in 
this city before. 


To add, if it were possible a pa- 
thetic touch to the picture of her mis- 
ery Dr. Clark states that Mrs. Ar- 
thetta declares that 'aer husband, who 
she says earns a good salary as a 
painter in Oakland, contributed noth- 
ing to the support of herself and chil- 
dren, who have had to depend upon 
charity, 


"The children are obliged to subsist 
principally upon a vegetarian diet, 
such food as can be contributed by the 
Italians in the neighborhood," said Dr. 
Clark. The infant who expired in the 
wretched hovel, a week ago was a 
child of Mrs. Coady.

earth; whether the patriotic leaders 
of the people should be transported 
to England to be tried for treason in 
English courts, to die ignomihiously on 
English scaffolds, or remain to incite 
their countrymen to righteous resist- 
ance, and ultimately under God lead 
them 
to 
glorious 
independence. 


Common dangers, common sufEerings, 
and common hopes bound their hearts 
together.

Our fathers snatched 
the 'scepter 


of power from the hand of princes and 
gave it into .the keeping of the people. 
Self-government, "government .of 
the 


people, by the people and for the peo- 
ple"—this was- their sublime creed.

Bunker Hill; ^!or your sake we braved 
the perils of the Wilderness and the 
storms of Quebec; for your sake we

enjoin you to 


show yourselves worthy of freedom by 
preserving inviolate the precious fruits 
of the revolutionary struggle and guid- 
ing in the path of justice and right- 
eousness the Nation at whose birth we 
shed tears of joy and to sustain wjiih 
in its infancy we willingly encountered 
death." 


O, great heroes, patriots, martyrs, 


we hear your words today, and under 
the : same flag you placed in the-'-sky 
and bore to victory, on the same soil 
by you dedicated to freedom and con- 
secrated by your prayers and tears, 
we renew our allegiance to the cause 
made sacred by your sacrifices and 
your Wood. 


GUARD OUR LIBERTY. 


Not only do our! fathers admonish 


us; the heroes of a thousand battle- 
fields, where liberty has struggled with 
tyranny, look down today from their 
portals of eternal light and beseech 
us to be true to the principles in vin- 
dication: of which they died.
